• two distinct dispenser units having each a fluid 


product reservoir which defines an opening, a I 


dispensing member to collect and distribute the fluid | 


product contained in the reservoir and 


a fastening 


member to fasten the dispensing member 


to the opening { 


in the reservoir, and 




• a common outer shell in which at least 


the two 


reservoirs are housed, the shell comprising receiving 


means to receive and retain the two dispenser units | 


inside the shell. 
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Consequently, the subject matter of claim 1 differs from 
the known dispenser in that: 

the retaining means form a peripheral radial flange which 
extends outwards and is designed to snap into a respective 
housing . 

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

The present invention can therefore be considered to 
address the problem of providing a dispenser having a high 
degree of modularity. 

The solution to this problem, as proposed in claim 1 of 
the present application, is considered to involve an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)) for the following 
reasons : 

The combination of features in claim 1 is neither known 
from nor suggested by the available prior art. 

The flange permits the use of reservoirs having different 
capacities or different shapes, thus ensuring a high 
modularity of use of the dispenser. 

Claims 2-12 are dependent on claim 1 and thus also meet 
the PCT novelty and inventive step requirements. 
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
